EDITORIAL 


~ WANTED: RAIL EXTENSION 


We have noted the semi-government 
activity in Altona. 

Sewerage, drainage, water service, roads 
and sea wall improvements are in being or 
are imminent. 


The aggregate expenditure on current 
and authorised works in Altona will exceed 
$4,000,000. ' 

Against this background the reason 
given for the delay in the approved extension 
of the railway to Maidstone-st., lack of 
finance, seems specious. 

The rail extension to Maidstone-st. 
would extend approximately three-quarters 
of a mile. In the past 10 years money has 
been found to provide for 28 miles of rail 
track in the metropolitan area. 


There is no doubt of the absolute need 
of the projects in Altona for which the money ~ 
apparently can be found. There is no need 
to plead the need for the railway extension 
which was approved by an expert commit- 
tee three years ago. Now the need is greater. 

Were it not for the bus service Altona 
would be in a sorry plight. 


But the buses cannot substitute fully 
for trains. For local journeys maybe, but for 
trips which involve “a combination of bus 
and train emphatically not. 

It is evident of course that varied purse 
strings are providing the funds for the 
earlier mentioned works. 

But in the final analysis the ordinary 
citizen pays all the bills. 

The cost of the railway extension will 
rise year by year. It must be done. Why 
not do it now? i
